Stranded on Schuylkill 
2 Youths Find 
Prayers Work

Two young men who were the focal point of an 
exten sive search by 60 rescue workers late Wednes­ 
day and early Thursday have revealed they spent a 
hectic few hours. 
The youths were trapped in the middle of the 
Schuylkill at Black Rock, a mile north of Phoenix- 
viUe, in an inoperative boat that was drifting slowly 
toward the top of a dam. 
Found by m embers of four different rescue 
organizations were Donald Moser, 19, Kimberton, 
and John Cook, 17, Hollow road, Oaks. 
Late Thursday Moser revealed for The Mercury 
just what occurred in the middle of the w ater»?} 
that prompted a calling out of rescue troops. 
He said his mother, Cook and he went to the 
Schuylkill to do a little boating at 7:30 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. 
\ 
“At the last moment, before we launched the 
boat,” Moser said, “my mother changed her mind 
and decided to stay on shore. Lucky for us she did! ’ 
He said he and Cook pushed off from the bank 
and were boating; for some time when the craft’s 
steering gear became disabled. 
Next, the engine stalled. Moser said repeated 
attempts to restart the engine only resulted in the 
starter burning out and the battery drained of vir­ 
tually all current. 
While attempts to get the boat’s engine restart­ 
ed were in progress, the craft .slowly was drifting 
toward Black Rock dam. In all. the youths drifted 
nearly three miles downstream from where Moser’s 
mother was waiting.

STOPS DRIFTING 
This stopped the boat from drifting over the 
dam, but they still had the problem of getting back 
to shore. 
^ After darkness fell, M rs.'M oser left the river 
bank and notified authorities. 
Before the search 
could be started it began to rain heavily. 
Moser said the boat had a shelter on it and he 
and Cook closed all of the openings, put on life pre­ 
servers and waited out the storm. While they were 
waiting they used what little power was left in the 
battery to sound the craft’s horn once every three 
seconds, hoping to attract attention to their plight. 
After the rain stopped and the youths were 
bailing out the accumulation of water they saw the 
searchlight on a rescue craft. 
The searchlight flashed on the boat and remain­ 
ed, causing the youths to think they were rescued. 
Then the light was flashed away and the rescue 
craft continued search. 
Moser explained he believed the rescuers were 
looking for an overturned boat or people or debris 
in the water. 
“They felt for sure we sank ” said Moser, “and 
when they returned a short time later they were 
really surprised when we said we were the object 
of the search.” 
What did the two youths do while they sat hud­ 
dled in the canvas enclosure on the boat during the 
rain and darkness? 
“We prayed,” declared Moser.

Nasser Backs Toward Peace 


Unable 
to 
achieve 
Arab 
unity 
through force of arms, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser may yet find it through de­ 
feat. 
In the wake of his disastrous 
war with Israel, the Egyptian dictator 
has moved to patch up his quarrel 
with Saudi Arabia’s King Faisal over 
Y ernen. 
The vears-long Egyptian effort in 
Yemen became the symbol of Nasser's 
claim to the leadership of a new and 
revolutionary Arabdom. 
The conflict 
there was more than a civil war; it 
became a contest of strength between 
Arab monarch» and Arab socialists. 


The Egyptian» were able to install 
their own regime tea lied the Repub­ 
licans) in Yemen’s capital, thank» to 
an untold investment of money and 
an estimated 50,000 troops. 
But they 
were unable to dislodge the Royalists 
from 
the hills — largely because 
Saudi Arabia's King Faisal came to 
the aid of his fellow monarch, the 
Imam of Yemen. 


T h e Egg ptian 
ca mpilgn 
so o n. 
bogged down into an expensive stale­ 
mate that not even air raids and poi­ 
son gas could break. 
Though parti­ 
sans of Nasser dispute that part about 


poison gas attacks (“could not the 
bombers be Saudi Arabian, or even 
British?” asks one in a letter to The 
Daily News). 
Yet the circumstantial 
evidence against Nasser is persuasive. 
The notion that the Saudis would de­ 
liberately attack their Royalist allies 
is fanciful, and the British are scarce­ 
ly about to poison anyone, much less 
enemies of Nasser. 


The Egyptian debacle in the Sinai 
has now driven Nasser to the extra­ 
ordinary step of offering to carry out 
an agreement he undertook a couple 
of years ago to enforce a cease-fire 
in Yemen. This would end a financial 
drain on his treasury and give him 
another 20.000 troops to face the 
Israelis across Suez. 


If the cease-fire actually goes into 
effect, the Israelis will have become 
the unlikely deliverers of the Y’emini 
Royalists. 
And King Faisal, who 
made the least investment in the A rab­ 
ia rae I i war this June, will come out 
the biggest winner. 
And, most wel­ 
come, peace and unity might at last 
come to Yemen. 
The optimist could 
then hope that like phenomena might 
occur elsewhere in the Middle East.

Aviation Booster 
Publishes Paper

Ever since the beginning of time, man has 
tried to fly. 
He strapped feathers to his arms and 
jumped off cliffs to prove it was possible, and 
later built facsimilies of flying machines that 
proved ca.tastroph ic. 
Leonardo Da Vinci built a flying machine 
that he felt sure would be able to soar in the 
skies like a bird, but it too failed. 
Not until 1903 when two nonconformist 
brothers named Wright came along, did the 
attempt to fly prove fruitful. 


FIRST FLIGHT 


Their first flight was no longer than the 
present day length of an aircraft carrier, but 
it was the starting point for the day of the 
airplane. 
When 1908 showed the Wright brother’s 
plane a deemed success by staying in flight 
an hour and 15 minutes, the airplane innova­ 
tion became the bottom of the country’s mode 
of transportation. 
From a dead stand still in 1908 to today, 
with aviation being the third largest trans­ 
portation business in the world and rapidly 
approaching the number one spot, the air­ 
plane industry took a phenomenal giant step. 
A man who firmly believes in the tremen­ 
dous potential of the world’s aviation is the 
editor in chief of Aviation News, Paul gordon, 
Douglassville RD 3. 
Jordon is editor in chief, general manager 
and he says, “chief cook and bottle washer,’’ 
for the recently organized paper With a circu­ 
lation of over 50,000.

The comfortable old morris chair of grandpa’s day is 
back, prettied up and renamed recliner. So, too, are bead 
curtains and glass lampshades, turn of the century elegance. 
The fascinating pergolas of wax fruit beneath glass 
domes are reproduced in china and, naturally, interest in 
the art of dried flowers arrangements is revived. All items 
modern Mother was very happy to be rid of as the styles 
changed; except the dainty dry bouquets. 
In old fashioned gardens there were flowrers planted 
especially to be dried, so Summer’s glory would brighten 
the dull days of Winter. 
Set aside for this purpose were baby’s breath, blue and 
red salvi, cockscomb, statis, yarrow, pansy, hyrangea, 
corn flowers, acacia, heather, glob thistle, pussy willow, 
strawflowers, ageratum, stock, goldenrod, sumac and pearly 
everlasting. 
Flower drying is not a difficult art but it requires time 
and patience, because Nature will not be hurried in the 
number of days needed for proper drying. No special equip­ 
ment is needed other than a drying room in dark closet 
or attic. 
TWO METHODS 
Flowers are dried in one of two ways: either by hanging 
heads down in a dark, dry closet or attic, or by covering 
with a corn meal and borax mixture in a large tightly closed 
box.Experts in the art recommend using freshly cut blos­ 
soms that are at their very peak. Twice the number of 
flowers used in a normal fresh bouquet will be needed, be­ 
cause of shrinkage during drying. 
In the simpler method, tie the flowers in bunches near 
the stem ends and string upside down on lines placed a con­ 
venient height. Let flowers dry three to four weeks. 
Total darkness and lack of dampness are essential dur­ 
ing the drying period, to preserve the color. Once flowers 
and leaves are dry and colors have “set” they are permanent 
indeed. They will not fade, even when displayed in a sunny 
location. Given normal, gentle care, bouquets will last two 
or more years. 
The second and more exacting method, use of corn* 
meal and borax, will preserve an entirely different selec­ 
tion of flowers. Included are zinnia, marigold, rose, holly­ 
hock, peony, dahlia, delphinium, larkspur, carnation, Japa­ 
nese anemone, clematis, black eyed susan, feverfew and 
Queen Anne’s lace. 
First cut off all flower stems and strip all foliage from, 
flower heads. 
Next insert a six inch length of number 20 florists wire 
through center of head. Depending on thickness of the indi­ 
vidual blossom, bend an eighth or a quarter inch on the 
wire tip backwards, then pull, letting the hook catch hold 
firmly in the flower head. 
Place the wired flower heads flat and face up in a deep 
box having a one inch layer of the following formula: five 
parts corn meal to one part borax. The pow'dered preserva­ 
tive is gently dribbled over the flowers so their shape is not 
damaged. Be sure each flower is completely covered. 
The tightly closed box is placed in a dry, warm, dark 
place. Drying time is about three weeks. Colors will fade 
if left longer. 
When dry, very gently remove formula with a soft brush. 
Wind a number 18 floral wire to the number 20 wire to 
strengthen, the stem... Then cover all wire with green, florists’ 
tape. 
To arrange the bouquet, place floral day in the center 
bottom of a vase or low bowl. Set a needle holder or pin 
frog in clay. Place oasis foam over needle holder. Secure 
the stems in the foam. Dried leaves may be added. 
Clear cut designs and contrasts in shapes and textures 
of flowers and leaves, generally make the most beautiful 
dried bouquets, the experts say.
